Lompoc Federation of Teachers 
(L F T ) has filed a complaint with the 
federal 
Equal 
Em ploym ent 
Opportunities Commission against 
Lompoc Unified School District 
charging discrimination in materni­ 
ty and paternity leave policies. 
At the present time, according to 
LFT, a female teacher who becomes 
pregnant must take a leave of 
absence without reimbursement, or 
resign, based on their physician’s 
recommendation which must be 
filed with the district’s personnel 
division at six months pregnancy. 
Employes may return to duty 
after the birth of the child as soon as 
their physician recommends. 
The LFT feels a female employe 
should 
be 
allowed 
to 
use 
accumulated sick leave as any other 
employe is permitted to do during a 
temporary illness. The LFT also 
alleges that the district allows paid 
paternity leave to the husband for up 
to three days, but none for the 
female teacher 


"A woman s valuable education 
and teaching skills should not be 
wasted because of child bearing 
years,”

president “ She should not have to 
report her due date; she should not 
lose seniority increments or fringe 
benefits; she should be able to 
return, with physicians approval on

President Nixon, stressing again his 
pledge for no recession this year, 
proposed a $304 4 billion budget 
today, 
meaning the government 
would spend $9 4 billion more than it 
collected in fiscal 1975. 
In 
signing summaries of the 
document at the White House before 
sending it to Congress at noon, 
Nixon said it was an outstanding 
budget 
because 
it 
was 
not 
inflationary 
He 
said 
it 
would 
provide funds for new initiatives 
while being flexible enough to deal 
with any downturn in the economy. 
With hopes for a balanced budget 
sidetracked by the energy crisis, the 
economic plan ior the fiscal yea 
beginning July 1 will be the sixth 
straight red-ink budget for the Nixon 
presidency. If the proposed figures 
are correct, the federal government 
will have spent $77 billion more than 
its revenues since Nixon took office 
in 1969 
The President acknowledged in 
signing the budget that it was “ not 
very popular” with Congress but 
said cooperation was needed on all 
sides to keep the deficit from getting 
out of bounds. 
“ It is very important to have 
Congress cooperate in not exceeding 
the budget,” Nixon said. “ If it does, 
it will be inflationary ” 
Some 
members 
of 
Congress 
already 
have 
called 
for

recession measures now to protect 
against possible economic troubles 
later. Nixon’s spending priorities in 
the budget message are also sure to 
be questioned by some members 
Herbert L. Stein, chairman of the

measures like cutting taxes to boost 
the economy would not be necessary 
under the new budget. 
Nixon said in his State of the 
Union address that there would be

There are indications that as 
many as 50 per cent of the current 
purchases are less than five gallons 
Long lines were spotted over the 
weekend at areas in the nation

shortage. 
Some service stations 
owners who remained open said a

blocked delivery of February's gas 
allocations. 
Simon said: “ Panic buying isn t 
helping the situation Many gasoline

enough gasoline if motorists do not 
use their tanks to hoard gasoline.”

Teams from Gene 
Lynch s Vandenberg Junior High School 
class were probing the candidates in the 
March 5 election all last week 
Among other things, the interviews 
included tacos with politics at the home of 
candidate Edwin Leach and campaign talk 
over

Lefkowitz. 
But the project s purpose goes further 
than that 
“ It’s a special class called Leadership- 
History,” Lynch described “ It’s set up to 
give the kids an experience that they 
wouldn’t have in a normal classroom ” 
The experience, he added, is setting up, 
conducting 
and 
digesting 
candidate 
interviews entirely on their own, in teams 
of two or three students, investigating the 
issues themselves and then polling Lompoc 
residents. 
“ Now they have the issues defined by the 
candidates, they’ll see the issues as the 
people see them,’’ the first poll was run 
Saturday and was being processed by the 
class today. Another will be conducted in 
late February 
The students themselves are “ special 
kids,” Lynch termed, chosen for this term 
of the five-year-old Leadership-History 
class from recommendations from other 
teachers for leadership potential. 
This unit of the course, Lynch said, is 
aiming the student’s potentials at Lompoc 
at election time. 
“ And I must say that the candidates 
involved have been outstanding, 
the 
teacher said. They have readily made 
converts and the students now debate 
among themselves, he added. 


“ We had two girls interview Charlotte 
Benton and she converted them right then 
and there.”

Give him the outdoors, with room to walk

Once carrier Everett Hale leaves the Lompoc Post Office 
he becomes a happy man For the next five hours he’s his 
own boss, free to enjoy the early morning air and meet the 
public. 
And some of his 447 residential and 11 business patrons 
appreciate this attitude 
“ He's the best mailman we’ve ever had We call him 
Happy, because he is always so happy He brings sunshine 
in here even when it’s raining outside,” volunteered the 
people at Avenue Florists, one of Hale's regular stops on 
route 17 
It’s the time he spends inside the post office sorting 
letters, magazines and all he would rather do without 
Hale, a large, polite man, arrives at 7 a m and goes to his 
case, a one man sorting station where each carrier 
religiously prepares the mail he delivers that day. 
Two-sided, cases are arranged in rows. Carriers stand in 
front of them and sort their mail load as cautiously as a 
priest performs before an altar 
On the left side, first class and other class mail of that 
size are filed in thin slots marked off by street numbers and 
names. Flats (newspapers, magazines, circulars, oversized 
first cla ss»are stacked on shelves on the right side. 
Carriers walk over and get their mail loads from clerks 
who arrange incoming mail according to route numbers. 
The clerks get mail from yesterday’s 6 p m truck, today’s 5 
a.m. and 6:45 a m. trucks, and yesterday’s mail generated 
locally. 
From these sources, the Lompoc Post Office each day 
handles approximately 29,000 first class, 10,000 bulk mail. 
7,750 oversized first class, 1,000 second class, 160 to 200 
parcel post pieces. Three times weekly 10,000 circulars 
come through as does the inevitable on rush of monthly 
billings. 


Like the other 26 carriers, Hale is expected to “put up 
18 
pieces of first class and throw eight flats a minute On an 
average day he sorts 1,500 pieces. He delivers about that 
amount. 


He says “about” because each day a stack of that sorted 
mail must be forwarded to a new address or returned to 
sender. This little job takes time So does filling out yellow 
slips for certified mail. 


After the first class is sorted and the flats are 
segregated, he wraps them in several bundles with leather 


among the working carriers break up this tedious chore 
Hale, 
a 
retired 
Air 
Force 
missile 
maintenance 
technician, knows what he likes He likes to be past those 
back doors and walking his route That s healthy That s 
freedom The sky furnishes the best roof over a man's head 
“ I don t know how those astronauts can stand to be 
cooped up like that for so long It would drive me out of my 
gourd,’' he notes 
And what else is out there for carrier Hale ’ 
Dogs, for starters “ Every route has a few dogs 1 know 
where they’re located in my route and I keep an eye out for 
them, in case they should be loose, 
said Hale 
For protection all carriers keep a can of mace in their 
pouch Not always fail-safe, especially in the wind. Hale 
has been dog bitten once 
There is 10 miles of walking daily 
(That's 10 miles 
carrying a weighted bag» And two or three pair of shoes 
are worn out each year 
And rain “ When you get the rain and the Lompoc wind, 
together it's a nasty day You can t keep dry You can’t 
keep your mail dry, i don't care what you do 
Too, people expect mail and sometimes don t get it Hale 
hears about this;

Nicklaus shot a final-round 70 for 
271, 17 under par, and a three-shot 
victory over Eddie Pearce, youngest

That 
part was 
expected 
since

since the Pleistocene Age, entered 
the last round with a six-shot 
margin. 


What wasn’t expected were Jack’s 
words after he finished, words that 
proved 
to 
be 
as 
loaded 
with 
sentiment as Jack is with talent. 
Nicklaus needed a 20-foot putt on 
the 18th green for a birdie that 
would have broken the 72-hole 
tournament record set by the late 
Ted Makalena in 1966. He putted, the 
ball missed going in by inches, and 
Nicklaus joined Makalena as the 
record holder. 
“When I got up to that putt,” said 
Nicklaus, “the thought entered my 
mind that I would break Ted’s 
record if I made it. I like records, 
and I would never try to miss any 
putt intentionally, but I really didn’t 
want to break that record. ’ ’ 
Makalena, the greatest golfer to 
come from Hawaii, drowned in a 
surfing accident only a few weeks 
before the Hawaiian Open in 1966. It 
saddened the islanders, and a lot of 
the guys on the-PGA Tour who had 
come to know Makalena as one of 
the fine personalities. 
“Ted was a good friend of mine,” 
said Nicklaus, “and I’m glad his 
record is still on the books.

Unicameral: no 


Once again State legislators are hearing 
the cry from a small band of politicians 
calling for reducing the Legislature to a 
single house. 
It 
is 
almost 
fashionable 
to 
expect 
constitutional 
amendments 
at 
each 
election dickering and tinkering with the 
operation of the governing body. 


The move, however, to place an initiative 
upon the ballot this year which would 
substitute a unicameral Legislature for 
the present two-house system cannot be 
lightly dismissed. 


The advocates of the issue have as their 
battlecry “efficiency and econom y/' It is 
an age-old axiom, however, that efficiency 
cannot be appropriately used in connection 
with lawmaking. 


The process of the two-house system 
provides 
greater 
opportunity 
for 
all 
parties to be heard and for the cooling of 
emotions as well as more careful thought 


by 
lawmakers. 
There 
are 
countless 
examples of impetuous legislation which 
has originated in one house and rightfully 
halted in the second house. The system of 
checks and balances has worked to protect 
the interests of all. Conservatives and 
liberals, management and labor, the poor 
and the rich, have all been saved from bad 
legislation at one time or another by the 
existence of getting a second chance in the 
opposite house. 
The unicameral Legislature idea has 
been revived in recent years by former 
Speaker Jesse Unruh. He dominated the 
Assembly while in office and found his 
ambitions thwarted by the Senate. 
Two houses make a healthy balance 
between the Legislature and the executive, 
despite the dominance by the speaker of 
the Assembly. Put the entire Legislature 
under one man and there would be a never 
ending struggle between that man and the 
governor.

It 
jroposes a modest appropriation of 
million to establish a job training 
trogram for them. 
It is a commendable bill and it is 
commendable that Assemblyman 
John Burton is taking the time to 
make 
the 
effort to 
secure 
its 
passage. 
For there has been a big todo 
about the POW’s. There has also 
been much bleeding over the poor 
misguided 
youth who 
fled 
the 
country in order to evade 
their 
responsibilities as Americans to 
answer the call to military service. 
But precious little has been done to 
help

The state’s employment agency 
estimates there are 698.000 Vietnam 
vets in the California labor market.

They say that politicians pull off 
alot of verbal slight of hand, but the 
real wizards of subtle propaganda 
are the guys who write or, better 
said, compose menus. 
T h i s 
b a s i c 
modern 
fact 
was 
ladeled out to this 
writer in the mili­ 
tary, after learning 
from a menu on a 
destroyer bulkhead 
that for lunch the 
naval service was 
advertising 
“oven 
b r o i l e d 
Swiss 
steaks, tender Au 
Gratin potatoes and 
chicken broth.” 
What was produced was sliced 
spuds that hit your metal tray like 
poker 
winnings, 
brazed 
hockey 
pucks and what was really chicken 
vertebrae soup, with the inedible 
backbones themselves, right there 
as 
a 
lunchtime 
lesson 
in 
physiology. 
For some reason, commercial 
menus enjoy in the public mind the 
same sanctity and trust as the stock 
quotes in the Wall Street Journal. 
One expects nothing but impeccable 
reportage. 
Actually, 
if 
a 
newspaperman 
affected a menu writer’s romance 
for adjectives in news reporting, 
he’d 
be 
forced 
to 
turn 
in 
his 
typewriter 
ribbon 
for 
terminal 
editorializing. 
Menus 
not 
only 
announce 
food 
items, 
they 
rhapsodize them. They never list 
plain “sausages,” it’s always “oven 
broiled farm sausages.” Dime store 
lunch counter menus never admit to 
“thin, runny m alts,” it’s alwavs 
“thick, creamy m alts.” And what’s 
so ranchy about a “ Ranch Style 
breakfast?” 
But we buy it. If we were to read a 
sign 
saying 
“Fred’s 
Fantastic 
Footwear,” most of us would have 
to try on the merchandise before 
yodeling that superlative ourselves. 
And we’d suspect old Fred of trying 
to sneak a good image under our 
defenses. 
But let someone read “choice, 
oven 
broiled steak with sauteed 
farm onions, home style” on a menu 
and he’s positive he won’t be served 
charred 
innersole 
and 
greasy 
pinballs, no matter how often he is. 
It just doesn’t seem possible that 
“grilled 
ocean swordfish steak” 


could translate down to hull sucker. 
But the aromatic descriptions the 
menu writers concoct often bear the 
same relationship to what’s really 
being scraped out of the steam 
kettle that a repast at the Biltmore 
bears to a Ewell Gibbon tv snack 
A memorable institutional meal, 
for example, could be advertised: 
“ Pasta a La Milanese with fresh 
steamed farm spinach, crisp garden 
green salad with flecks of Canadian 
bacon, iced old fashioned rolls and a 
selection of beverages. For dessert: 
fresh chilled yellow cake.” 
But that wouldn't prevent you 
from 
really 
being 
served crisp 
Canadian 
spaghetti 
with 
oven 
broiled 
spinach, iced yellow salad 
and garden green rolls; a beverage 
selection of “old fashioned” milk, 
Louisiana hot sauce or water, Milan 
style. For dessert: 
steamed ice 
cream. Your choice of utensils. 
Some menus expand to a bloat. 
You order: “fresh iced meats, 
farm steamed Swiss chard and 
chilled, crisp 
breads with fresh 
whipped creamery butter." 
Don’t be too surprised to sit down 
to cold possum, collard greens and 
crackers.

believe that one dandelion and a 
single bee makes a prairie. “Ox tail 
soup with potatoes Continental and 
Hawaiian cole slaw” for example, 
may deliver you beef boullion with 
Worcestershire 
sauce, spuds with

and 
a 
ring 
of 
canned 
pineapple flopped on a quarter leaf 
of iceberg lettuce. 
Many companies, though, have 
missed the boat for years by not 
hiring skilled menu writers They re 
probably 
expensive 
but 
could 
eliminate the need to spend money 
improving food products.
